YOUR INCOIME TAX 

by^, 
John T. Jarccki, Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue for the First District 
of Illinois 

Article No. 1 

This is the first of a series of arti- 
cles by John T. Jarccki, Collector 
of Internal Revenue for the First 
Collection District of Illinois, sum- 
marizing the most Important facts 
pertaining to your Federal income 
tax return reporting your 1948 in- 
come. This article explains who 
must file a Federal income tax re- 
turn, why and when it must be 
filed, and how It should be p&id. 
Filing Requirements ' 

If you are a citizen or resident of 
the U. S., whether single or mar- 
ried, having a gross income of $600. 
or more for 1948 you must file a 
Federal income, tax return. 

Most of your tax is withheld from 
your wages each payday or paid on 
your Declaration of Estimated Tax 
each quarter. However, the law re- 
quires you to file an annual re- 
turn to determine whether you owe 
more or should get a refund. 

Even though your earnings were 
less than $600.00 you should file a 
return because you may be en- 
titled to a refund. No refund will 
be made' unless a return is filed, 

Returns for .the calendar year 
1948 must be filed between January 
1 and March 15, 1949. Try to avoid 
the lost minute rush. File as soon 
as possible. 

All returns should be filed at the 
Office of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue in your district. Do not 
mail your return to Washington. 

Any balance of tax shown to be 
due on your return. 1040 must be 
paid in full with your return. You 
may pay in cash, or by check or 
money order. Checks or money or- 
ders should be made payable to 
"Collector of Internal Revenue." 

Do not send -currency by mail 
and do not* send one check to cov- 
er payments on several different 
returns. 

Be sure your return is properly 
signed. If it is a joint return be 
sure both husband and wife have 
signed.. 

Blank returns have been mailed 
to each taxpayer. But it you need 
additional forms you can get them 
at the office of any U. S. Collector 
of Internal Revenue.

Health Chief Sees ' 

Signs of Severe 

Polio Year Ahead 



There arc signs that polio will 
strike severely in this area in 1949 

Analyzing the incidence of the 
disease in 1948, Dr. Edward ' A. 
Piszczek, Cook County Health Di- 
rector, told workers in the March 
of Dimes camj)aign set for January 
14 to 31, that there were more se- 
vere bulbar cases in the city and 
county in the closing weeks of 1948 
than for any period during 'the^ 
year. • ' 

"When bulbar occurs late it is a 
sign of a severc-vyear ahead," he 
stated, 

He also pointed out that the in- 
cidence among persons over 16 has 
shot up. 

The late rush of cases trans- 
formed the season from a relatively 
mild one to a severe one," said the 
health director. 

The Cook County Chapter of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis is equipped to meet any 
possible emergency, .according to 
Albert A. Morey, general chair- 
man of the Marcli of Dimes cam- 
paign. 

He reported that the Chapter 
has 43 respirators at its disposal^ 
and 22 hospitals with ' 300 beds 
avoilablc for polio patients. It also 
offers the services of '38 orthopedic 
doctors who are top'spccialtsts,' di- 
plomates of the American 'Bureau 
of Orthopedic Surgeons.

Good Farm Management 

Some first-class advice for the American farmer 
recently come from Dean Willinm Myers, of the New 
York State College of Agriculture at Cornell, when 
he said: "It seems today that good farm management 
t . , calls for farm people to continue to build finan- 
cial reserves in United States Savings Bonds rather 
than to enlarge their farm businesses beyond the size 
needed for efficient operation.

In his report, Mr. Koplan says that "the small 
business man will strengthen himself by learning how 
best to compete for, not how to restrict, markets." 
That is the best possible odvice. To again use retail- 
ing as an example, the largest stores now lit business 
were small stores once. Many of them were single- 
man or singles-family operations. Their owners learn- 
ed how to compete for business and how to make 
their stores attractive to consumers. Success followed. 

Small business in the United States has always 
been distinguished by vitality and a progressive spirit. 
It is holding its own ix^ the compctitve scheme of 
things, and it is here to stay.

Which Do You Want? 

What is the life of the doctor like under state 
dominated medicine — and what kind of service can 
the patient expect? 

An interesting sidelight on that was carried by 
one" of the wire services early in October. A doctor 
In Morlcy, England, announced his intention to quit 
his profession and take up farming. His reason was 
that the government's national health service has 
"ruined, degraded, and debauched a once honorable 
profession." His wife, who expressed agreement with 
this, added. "Doctors live in constant fear of missing 
a really serious case among the crowds who flocked 
to the surgeries under the new scheme." 

Thousand of British physicians, judging by a 
poll which was taken some time ago by the British 
Medical Association, hold similar views. England's 
national health service — which is directly comparable 
in many ways to the schemes for conipulsorj- health 
insurance which are being apprcssivcly pressed in 
this country- — has made the doctor the servant of the 
politician. It has made it necessary and obligator}* for 
doctors to ate.-r.pt to take care of so large a panel of 
patients ih.v. it is next to impossible to make accurate 
diagnoses in difficult cases^ or to provide truly ade- 
quate care for those who are seriously ill. Armies of 
people who are not ill take up doctors' time — on the 
iheorj- that they have health service coming for 
nothing, and so might as well take advantage of it 
whether they need it or not. 

Contrast this with the .American system — where 
the doctor is free of politics, "and where voluntary,
